__ Is the omnious hand of too much “higher education’ *cast- 
ing a shadow over the world? Unbelievable as it seems, Pro- 
fessor Ernest Barker in a recent address to the Cambridge Sum- 
mer school gave an unequivocal affirmative answer to the 
question. He was not jesting when he stated that a condition 
was arising in numerous countries of the globe, where sociolog- 
ists and others were viewing with alarm the potential spread 
of the average education of those who will soon take over the 
reigns of world affairs.- 

Professor Barker said: “If you give university education 
too great @ percentage, you will get two results: (1) You con- 
gest the universities and make their teaching mechanical; and 
(2) You may Produce an unemployed, or quite inadequately 
employed, intellectual proletariat, which is the mother of re- 
volutionary movements, political and economic.”
